ture 

“The purpose of this 
evening 1s also lo show 
the other side of the Middle East and its culture. In 
the mass media, the people of the Middle East have 
been subjected to all sorts of stereotypes and 
negative images,” Al-Qazzaz sax. 

The 50-player ensemble, organized in 1989 
by Professor Marcus to instruct 
ethnomusicology students who happen to be 
mostly of non-Middle Eastern ongin, performs 
music and dance from Arab, Turkish, Persian, 
Armeman, Greek, Kurdish, Jewish and Assynan 
cultures. Although the musicians will play some 
instruments that are farniliar to Western aux 
ences like the violin, accordion and double 
bass, most of the instruments are unique to the 
Middle East, such as the Turkish long-necked 
lute, the Egyptian spiked fiddle, the Turkish and 
Egypuan oboes and a vanety of Middle Eastern 
drums. 

Before the actual performance, Marcus will

DURAN DURAN SAYS "THANK YOU’

While it has been common for art 
ists to “cover” or, in other words, ‘‘re 
make” former musical hits into their 
Own, it 1s a recent phenomenon in the 
musical industry to devote enure al 
bums to old material. One trip to the 
local musical shop and a buyer can 
easily find many tribute albums to such 
groups as The Carpenters, Jimi Hendrix 
Kiss, and Led Zeppelin. What is un 
common, however, 1s finding any qual 
ity whatsoever on the albums 

Duran Duran, of course, is the popu 
lar Brush group who first gained atien- 
tion in America as MTV was just start- 
ing Out in the early ‘80s. Soon after, 
they achieved supersiardom among 
other New Wave bands and were even 
heralded as ‘“The Beatles of the 1980s,” 
only to hit rock bottom in the late “80s 
as MTV tumed its back on the talented 
but often scored band. 

The band consists of if its three 
longtume members: Simon LeBon, the 
lead singer and occasional harmonica 
player, John Taylor, an Internationa! 
Rock Awards best bassist winner, and 
Nick Rhodes, the ever faithful key- 
board player. The band also features 
guitanst Warren Cuccurullo, formerly 
of the band Missing Persons and the 
late Frank Zappa. 

Thank You is the long awaited and 
long delayed follow up to Duran 
Duran's 1992 self-tided album featur- 
ing the mega-hit ballad “Ordinary 
World”, the song responsible for re 
viving the band’s career from the living 
dead in one of rock's greatest come- 
backs of all ume. 

The new album jumps to a quick 
Start as the first track, “White Lines” 
blares through the speakers with a storm

Ship” ts stylishly updated without veer- 
ing from the haunung feel! of the origi- 
nal, although without the use of the 
yard sale quality organ that plagued 
much of The Doors’ work. It is also far 
supenor to the bootlegged single re 
corded from an Italian performance 
released last year 

The album shines also because of 
how the hand plays together. The 
underrated guitar work of Cuccurullo 
continues to stand out while Rhodes’ 
keyboards and LeBon's singing adds 
the band’s distinct trademark while 
Taylor's basswork holds everything 
together 

An improvement note worthy on this 
release is the reliance on live drums, a 
move away from drum machines (like 
the previous album) that cause other 
bands (Depeche Mode in particular) 
lacking a steady drummer to sound 
quite “aruficial.” Even Duran Duran’ s 
former drummer from the old days, 
Roger Taylor, joins in on a couple of 
tracks 

Thank You 1s @ splendid album to 
enjoy. [tis proof that a band can reach 
Close to perfecuuion at their craft when 
hey delay their work over a year and a 
half to get the process correct. It is also 
desuned to be one of the year's best 
albums, regardless of whatcntics might 
spew from their dark caverns 

Hopefully, it won't be another three 
years unt! Duran Duran releases an 
other fine album, not to menuon an 
other great tour! That would definitely 
be worthy of the words “thank you.”

The experimental guitar tex 
tures and hard-driving drumbeats 
allow Quicksand to break out of the 
constraints of today's simple punk 
and grunge sounds of other bands 
However, they are far from perfec 
tion. Despite finding their own 
sound, Manic Compression lacks 
onginality. tt 1s difficult to tell the 
difference between each song 
When first listening to the album, | 
thought the first song had ended 
when it was actually the third. All 
in all, this album is definitely a step 
in the nght direcuon and should be 
checked out by all grunge/ punk 
listeners.

ASI wants to draw a 
contract with the athletics department and ask 
the students to attend meetings to set up 
guidelines on performance expectations and 
general standards for using this increased 
funding to achieve what the students expect 
from a sports program. 

If the increased revenue does not produce a

he Homets has had trouble on the 
road all season with a record of 2-10 so 
winning two out of five games wasn’t a 
omplete tragedy. They staned by losing 
two out of three games to the Rainbows, 
who are in last place in the WAC and 
timshed by splitting two games against 
the Matadors

The first loss came 6-5 in a game that 
was ted unl the bottom of the ninth. Kns 
Frank 's record fell to 0-2 as he walked the 
leadoff hatter to begin the inning. A 
sacnifice bunt enabled the Rainbow run- 
ner tloadvance to second and relief pitcher 
Chnis Barrangocame in to replace Frank

The Hornets were able to salvage 
the third game of the series by pound- 
ing the Rainbows 14-8. Center fielder 
Chris Willis led the way going 3-5 with 
four RBI. 

Freshman Greg Heitz added two 
doubles and three RBI. He was on fire all 
week al the plate going 7-13 with five 
runs scored. 

“Heitz has really grown up fast forus,”’ 
Smith said. ““He’s won the DH job out- 
nght.” 

After sweeping Northridge in a three 
game series just a few weeks ago at 
Homet Field, CSUS could then only 
manage a split this go around. 

The last game had to be cancelled on 
Easter Sunday because of rain. The game

Pitching the three complete games in 
arow might have taken its toll on Rivera, 
as he was replaced after just two and two- 
thirds innings in the first game in which 
CSUS was defeated 10-4. He gave up six 
runs on seven hits 

After scoring three runs in the first 
inning, the Hornets could only manage 
one run after that. Second baseman 
Armando Balderramos led the Hornets’ 
offensive attack by going 3-4. Third 
baseman Derek Brown also hammered 
has team leading ninth home run of the 
season. 

The Hornets exacted some revenge in 
the second game pounding the Matadors 
13-9. Mike Eby improved his record to6- 
4 on the season throwing eight innings 


and allowing only three runs. He also 
struck Out ten batters. 

The Hornets’ bullpen made it in- 
teresting, though, in the bottom of 
the ninth as Barrango was pounded 
for six runs in only two-thirds of an 
inning 

The victory improved the Hornets’ 
record to 8-9 in the WAC and 18-20 
overall. They're in third place and four 
anda half games behind first place Fresno 
State who has a won ten games in a row 

They begin a five game homestand 
today against Stanford. Homet Field has 
been good to them as their 14-6 record at 
home indicates. 

“Now we've got some games al home 
and we're really going to see what we're 
made of,” Smith said.

The teams eligible for this 
tournament are Division I teams that 
grant six or fewer scholarships per year 

The consistency of the Hornets, 
along wiih the exceptional efforts from 
Natalie Cadondon and Rebecca Seebint 
propelled the Hornets to their highest 
score in school history. According to 
Coach Kim Hughes, the Homets’ key 
to they success was their ability to 
avoid falls and miscues by the gym 
nasts

Her 
score shattered teammate Lisa 
Schindler's school record and also 
surpassed her personal record by 
over half of a point 

“T was mentally prepared and | was 
determined to succeed with a goal in 
mind,” said Cadondon. 

‘| wasn't performing up to my ca- 
pabilities in regionals last week, so | 
made a conscious effort to improve by 
using visualization techniques.” 

Seebirt, who won the vault cham- 
pionship last year, also performed 
well by successfully defending her 
vault utle and finished two-tenths of 
a point ahead of Schindler.
